The subcommittee, which may 


hold. further hearings in Wash- 


ington, was told by Clarence E. 
Hood Jr., Meridian lumberman, 
recently ousted as Democratic 
National committeeman for. Mis- 
sissippi, that he sought the as- 
sistance of Paul Dillon, St. Louis 
lawyer and friend of President 
Truman, in an effort to suspend 
the charter of a Meridian bank, 
which had sued one of his cor- 
porations on a $40,000 note. 

Hood, who also told of confer- 
ences with Donald Dawson, White 
House administrative aid, in his 
efforts to “get things done,” wrote 
Dillon about his troubles with the 
First National Bank of Meridian 
and suggested that pressure be 
exerted on the bank in the hope 
that bank officials “may change 
their attitude.” ! 

Vardaman Named. 

Hood, who sued the bank for 
$400,000, charging that his busi- 
ness credit was impaired as a re- 
sult of the bank’s suit, suggested 
that the proposed action be taken 
up with James K. Vardaman, for- 
mer St. Louisan, who was a gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve 
System. 

In his letter to Dillon, the wit- 
mess said an approach through 
“Jake Vardaman appeals to me 
very much.” He suggested that 
Dillon arrange a conference with 
the Federal Reserve governor 
through Glenn P. Boehm, former 
St. Louisan, who was used by the 
Mississippians as one of their im- 
portant Washington contact men, 

Hood said the suggestion was 
not carried through because he 
withdrew it after consideration. 
“I decided nothing would be 
gained by hurting the bank,” 
Hood said. It was clarificd in the 
hearing record that. Vardaman, 
former naval aide to President 
Truman, never received any com- 
munication in the bank matter, 
and knew nothing about Hood’s 
plan. 

Account of Contributions. 

Curtis Rogers, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Pro-Truman Demo- 
cratic Committee, amazed the 
Senators with an account of the 
loose handling of the $62,537, 
which the committee collected in 
1949-50 in “contributions.” 

The casual records kept by the 
committee revealed that more 
than $36,000 of the money was 
paid out to individuals, exclusive 
of salaries of office employes. 
The committee took in $21,383 
from ticket sales for several Jef- 
ferson-Jackson day dinners, and 
more than $40,000 from appli- 
eants for jobs and in ether “do- 
nations.” A majority of the job 
applicants were war veterans, 
who testified to making “dona- 
tions” ranging from $300 to $1000 
for appointments as rural mail 
carriers and assistant postmasters. 

Rogers, a burly cattle dealer, 
who described himself. as “a po- 
litical amateur in the big league,” 
used approximately $13,000 of 
¢ommittee funds to finance more 
than 40 trips to Washington. 

Trips. With Boehm. 

The trips Rogers made to 
Washington invariably found him 
in the company of Boehm. “Mr. 
Boehm is one of tne nicest fel- 
lows I ever met, and he can steer 
you through the short route in 
Washington,” Rogers told the 
Senators, who appeared deeply in- 
terested in Boehm’s Washington 
influence. 

Rogers made the startling ad- 
mission that on a visit to Boehm 
last August, the latter handed 
him $1500 without explaining 
what ‘he money was for. “He just 
slipped the check into my pocket 
and said he thought J should have 
it” the witness asserted. 

Pressed for details of the trans- 
action by Francis Flanagan, chief 
investigator for the Senate sub- 
committee, Rogers said he thought 
the $1500 was for “a gun deal of 
some.sort.” He said he could not 
élaborate on that. surmise{ and 
added he might have recei the

However, supporters of the 27 
per cent bill expect him to sign 
it. If he does, small loan com- 
panies will be permitted to charge 
more than the present legal maxi- 
mum rate of 8 per cent a year for 
the first time since 1946, when 


amendment was made by Repre- 
sentative Clifford A. Jones of 
Clayton. He proposed a rate of 2 
per cent a month on loans up to 
$200 and 1 per cent a month on 
loans between $200 and $400. The 
annual rates under his proposal 
would have been: On a loan of 
$200, 24 per cent; $300, 20 per 
cent; $400, 18 per cent; $500, 16 
per cent, and $1000, 12 per cent. 

His amendment was defeated, 
39 to 80, Another amendment to 
limit the high interest rates to 
loans of $400 or less was beaten 
42 to 71. 


Regulatory Bill Passed. 


Although the loan lobby had 
lined up more than the 78 votes 
necessary to pass its bill, not all 
of the 111 legislators who voted 
for the measure favored the. high 
rates it authorizes. Many took the 
position that even if the rates are 
too high, a small-loan law is need- 
ed in Missouri to eliminate the 
illegal loan sharks who now are 
charging as much as 240 per cent 
a year. 

The House previously : passed 
and sent to the Governor a com- 
panion bill providing for state 
regulation and supervision of 
small-loan companies and ‘other 
lenders who weuld be licensed to 
charge thé special high rates. 


adoption of the new state Consti- 
tution invalidated the old small- 
loan law. 


Analysis of Bill. 


The bill would permit the lend- 
ers to charge interest of 2.218 per 
cent a month on installment loans 
up to $400. This rate would give 
the lender $15 interest a year on 
each $100 lent. 

Interest .of 8 per cent a year 
would be charged on that portion 
of loans in excess of $400. The 
aggregate charge on a loan of 
$500 would be 22.5 per cent. The 
interest on a $1000 loan would be 
about 15.4 per cent, and on a 
$1500 loan 10.6 per cent.

He knew the soldier’s code. He 
twice broke it—and for that the 
President relieved him.

tion” ef our Korean policy. 


As a reporter who was up at 
the’ Thirty-eighth parallel one 
week before the war broke out 
last June, and as one who has 
made four trips to the Orient 
since 1937, I believe the time 
has come to appreciate some of 
the unpleasant realities we face, 
and avoid what could be some 
catastrophic pitfalls that lie 
before us. 

We should make the best out 
of what was a wise decision to 
intervene in Korea last June. If 
we had not, we would have lulled 
ourselves into a sense of false se- 
curity. and would have been 
caught later on in a much ‘more 
embarrassing situation. Our in- 
tervention has exposed the weak- 
nesses in our diplomatic as well 
as our military situation. 

Too Many Chinese. 

Nor do I think there would 
have been peace, if we had 
stopped at the Thirty-eighth par- 
allel last fall. The Chinese 
armies were on the move before 
that time. We would have had a 
divided country on our hands, 
which we would have been duty 
bound to defend indefinitely. 

As for our present program of 
killing Chinese, we might remem- 
ber the time, back in the days 
when Japan was warring. with 
China, when a story went the 
rounds that applies today. When 
an American remarked to a Chi- 
nese at the vast number of Chi- 
nese who were being killed by 
Japanese, the Chinese replied, 
“Japanese kill 10 Chinese, while 
Chinese “kill only one Japanese. 
Pretty soon there will be no Jap- 
anese.” 

We are in Korea for just one 
reason, and that is to make’ a 
record of trying to set a prece- 
dent ‘of upholding. international 


law and repelling international 


military 
and economic liability. What we 
are doing represents a modern 
effort to make collective secur- 
ity a reality. 

We would be blind, if we did 
not see the meaning in what has 
j-happened. The United Nations 
has not failed. The membership 
of the U.N. has failed: 

Pacific Powers Hang Back. 

We should see by now that most 
governments, despite expressions 
of the noblest sentiments, simply 
will not assume sacrifices in re- 
mote disputes where their inter- 
ests are not apparently involved. 

Australia, New Zealand and 
Canada, as Pacific powers, should 
be doing far more than they are 
to help us. Latin American gov- 
ernments have contributed noth- 
ing. France, Belgium and Holland 
have contributed only token help. 
Britain and Turkey have done far 
more in proportion than others. 

When we drive the Chinese 
back to a line in northern Korea 
that can be defended, we will have 
a devastated country and possibly 
more than 25,000,000 people on 
our hands. 

Communist China is not going 
to make peace with us save on its 
own terms. It can afford to keep 
us involved there for a long time 
to come. " . 

For Arming Koreans. 

In these circumstances we 
should initiate a plan of, step by 
step, shifting the burden to the 
Korean people themselves. That 
is what the Russians would do.

The President's report to the American people 
on why he, as Commander in Chief, dismissed 
a subordinate field general comes close to being 
the highest of the Truman achievements in the 
presidency. : 

At a time. when many outside were calling 
for impeachment, the President sat down calmly 
before the microphone and told the nation 


simply but firmly why there was no other . 
course. It was a historic hour and it will live

The Lobby Writes a Law 

Like the State Senate, the Missouri House 
bowed to the lenders’ lobby when it passed the 
small loans bills without substantial change. 

The bills are supposed to bring the small 

loans business under regulation, and so drive 
out the illegal loan sharks who have been prey- 
ing on the Missouri public. If they accomplish 
that, it will be at the cost of permitting exces- 
sive rates on some legal loans and at the risk of 
legalizing some of the sharks’ gouging practices. 

By substantial votes, the House rejected all 
amendments to reduce the interest rates to be 
allowed. Thus the House took the lenders’ word 
for it that the rates are fair. It rejected, with- 
out serious inquiry, evidence that these rates 
will permit excessive profits on loans above 
$100 and particularly on consumer credit for the 
purchase of automobiles and household goods. 

The House also refused to place restrictions 
on the sale of insurance to borrowers. Yet the 
insurance racket is one of the major sources of 
small loans profiteering. Some lenders require 
borrowers to take out health, accident or life 
insurance, ostensibly to protect the loan but 
actually to increase their profits through com- 
missions which act as a concealed fee for the 
loan. 

The House refused to bar this racket on the 
spurious pretext that the small loans commis- 
sioner can do so. If it had been more alert to 
the public interest it would have written its own 
restrictions into the law. 

But the public interest was able to muster 
oaly 39 to 42 votes on the various amendments 
The small loans lobby mustered from 71 to 80. 
The score: two to one against the public. 
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Point Four in Action 

The State Department moved swiftly to com- 
bine humanitarianism with practical American 
self-interest in Iran. Six light planes, insecti- 
cides and technicians are being flown to that 
seething border country to combat a plague of 
locusts described by the Iranian Foreign Min- 
ister as the worst in 80 years. 

This project, which is being financed out of 
Point IV funds, is exactly the kind of under- 
taking which will bring the United States the

for all the Iranian people to see of the fact 
that the United States does stand ready to help 
them—to back up its words and its promises

Coming just at a moment when anti-Western 
agitation was sweeping Iran, the.locust plague 
gave the United States a not-to-beamissed oppor- 
tunity in the battle for the allegiance of the 
people of the world. This country should always 
stand ready to extend aid in such “little” af-

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The Cost of Rearmament 

Britain’s improved economic health, which was 
symbolized in the announcement last December 
that Britain no longer needed Marshall plan aid, 
is due for a turn for the worse. 

For the free world’s rearmament program, 
which did the job of closing the British dollar 
gap, is also likely eventually to drain off so 
much raw material, labor and industrial facili- 
ties that Britain again will be unable to produce 
enough for export to sustain itself-unaided. 

The meaning of the British rearmament pro- 
gram is underlined in the budget Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Gaitskell has presented to Parlia- 
ment. It would about double the amount Brit- 
ain is spending for defense in the current year, 
and everything Britain puts into arms reduces 
by just that much what it can make for the ex- 
port business it lives on. 

Nor is this situation limited to Britain alone. 
It includes the rest of our Western European 
allies, and can be expected to hit them harder 
than it does Britain. American purchases of 
raw materials from the British Commonwealth 
help Britain’s purely fiscal problems. 

Exactly how Western Europe can produce the 
necessary arms without sinking itself has. not 
been seriously faced yet. But it will have to be 
faced séme time, and it would be no surprise if 
further American economic assistance proved 
necessary to get over the hump.

BOSTON, April 12 (AP)—The 
professional managers who spe- 
cialize in raiding newly crowned 
National A.A.U. boxing cham- 
pions will be slowed down consid- 
erably this year. 

The current batch of eight 
titlists, cream of a 153-group that 
battled here for three nights, will 
continue in the amateur ranks 
until they complete an extensive 
European tour this summer. 
During last night’s windup pro- 
gram at the Boston Garden, light 
heavyweight John Boutilier, a 
Boston University sophomore, 
gained top individual honots and 
the Philadelphia team retained 
its group championship by again 
providing three divisional wine 
ners. 

Boutilier’s courageous uphill 
title battle against the more 
rugged Ned Hicks of New York, 
thrilled a 7416 crowd which in- 
cluded his father, Napeen Bou- 
tilier, a retired Boston fire de- 
partment chief. The latter was a 
National A.A.U. middleweight 
champion 40 years ago. 

The Philadelphia victors were 
112-pound William Peacock, 135- 
pound James Hackney and 160- 
pound Thomas Nelson. 

Novel Lee, 24-year-old Howard 
University student from Washing- 
ton, D.C., the lone defending 
champion, retained his heavy- 
weight laurels by besting Albert 
Schimm of Baltimore. Ernest 
Dejesus, 18-year-old Honolulu 
schoolboy, gained top honors in 
the 118-pound class and Rudolph 
Gwin of Cleveland, was the 147- 
pound victor. 

The other championship crown 
went to 126-pound Lou Walters 
of Vancouver, B.C. He is the 
first Canadian to win a National 
A.A.U. boxing title since George 
Fifield of Toronto, triumphed in 
that same class back in 1922. 

For the first time in the tour- 
ney’s 63-year history an award 
was made for outstanding sports- 
manship. And it was voted to 
Irish Pat McMurtry of Seattle, 
Wash., a 175-pounder who insisted 
on going through his three-round 
semi-final against Boutilier after 
fracturing his right hand early in 
the opening frame. 

Walters was the only battler to 
be credited with a knockdown de- 
cision during the final night’s ac- 
tion that Included 32 semi-final 
and final bouts. He met Jerry 
McGuiggan of nearby Cambridge, 
in his title engagement and the 
latter was orfered to halt in the 
second round to. prevent further 
injury to a facial gash during his 
previous bout.

Rockne acclaimed as football’s greatest coach of all time, was 10 


years ahead of the game in his efa.: 


And if he were living today, 


his scheming still would be 10 years in advance of coaching rivals. 
Both claims came from former times as many votes in the poll of 


players who helped Rockne reach 
the pinnacle ‘of coaching success 
in the 1920s—the fabulous Four 
Horsemen, Canny Frank ‘Carideo 
and the present fightin’ Irish 
coach, Frank Leahy. 

Along with an All-Time, All- 
America eleven named in a na- 
tion-wide poll by the Associated 
Press, Rockne becomes a ranking 
candidate for the National Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame planned at 
Rutgers University. Also nofi- 
nated in the poll for the hall were 
second and third teams and 
coaches Pop Warner, Stanford- 
Carlisle, and Alonzo Stagg, Chi- 
cago, runners-up to Rockne.

Rockne’s 13-year coaching span 
at Notre Dame before he plunged 
to his death in a Kansas plane 
crash March 31, 1931, produced 
five unbeaten, untied seasons, 105 
victories, five ties and only 12 
defeats. 

But those who knew him best 
measure his greatness not by the 
record book, but by his skill as 
an ever-alert strategist and a fine 
teacher who used razor-edged 
psychology as a surgeon might a 
probing scalpel. 

Current Irish Coach Leahy to- 
day declared “Rock always 
thought about five or 10 years 
ahead. If he were living now, 
he still would be five or 10 years 
ahead. Rockne did more to ele- 
vate the coaching profession and 
sell it to the American public 
than any other man.” 


Don Miller, halfback of Rock- 
ne’s Four Horsemen, said Rockne 
“Always was thinking in advance, 
both offensively and defensively, 
and he had imagination. At the 
time he died, he was working on 
spinner plays, and if you analyze 
the T formation and man-in-mo-

Friends of Mrs. Neal Wood are 
impatiently awaiting the promised 
collection of her favorite recipes 
a booklet. which, when it- is 
ready to be-given to them, will 
comprise a sort of culinary his- 
tory of her life. 
There will be found in it re- 
cipes which date back to her girl- 
hood in Mexico, Mo. — recipes 
which were given her by Martha 
Scott Johnson, the famed cateress 
to whom that town paid tribute 
last year on her ninetieth 
birthday. 
There will be other recipes 
which Mrs. Wood, the former 
Josephine Green, collected later 
in her travels about the world. 
It was these jaunts, in fact, which 
whetted her earlier interest in 
food. 
In retrospect, it is strange how 
clearly you will remember a par- 
ticularly good- mea? eaten many 
years ago,” she remarks reflec- 
tively. “I remember with delight 
the filet of sole with Marguery 
sauce in Brussels; the straw- 
berries Romanoff in Paris. And 
probably the best meal I ever 
tasted was one which we ate in a 
tiny village in northern Africa. 
It was chicken cooked with young 
spring vegetables and served with 
a wine sauce. I’ve tried unsuc- 
cessfully for 20 years to duplicate 
that chicken. 

Collects Cooking Molds. 
“No matter where I go, I am 
always dragging home recipes, 
cook books and cooking molds,” 
she continues. “At least, they 
are highly practical. But there 
was one recipe which I made no 
attempt to get. It-was for a dish 
which was served me in Venice, 
and which looked like a delicious 
slice of eggplant. The first bite 
convinced me it wasn’t. It turned 
out to be octopus, and as far as 
I am concerned that octopus re- 
cipe stayed right there in Venice.” 
Mrs. Wood says that she is in 
aera: wit® the Frenchman 
who visited Satland and reported 
that, to his horror, he found the 
country had 24 religions, but only 
one sauce. 
“A sauce can do much to dress 
up an ordinary dish,” she ex- 
plains. “It takes such a little bit 
of imagination to swing a plain 
recipe to something exciting, with 
an elusive flavor. Of course, ex- 
perimenting can lead to either a 
colossal success or a colossal fail- 
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And :‘my poor family have 
eaten many colossal failures, as 
well as smacked their lips over 
dreamy delights. Fortunately, 
they are very patient and long 
suffering with Mama’s cooking in- 
terests.” 

Mrs. Wood, the mether of two 
sons and a daughter and the wife 
of an executive of a fire brick 


company, lives at 2 Greenbriar, 
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Ladue. She plans to try to in- 
terest her family in charcoal cook- 
ing next autumn, since the home 
to which they recently moved has 
a large fireplace in the rathskel- 
ler. The move to the new home, 
only a few doors from her former 
one, gave rise to an incident 
which demonstrated the ingenuity 
which has enabled Mrs. Wood to 
come home with some recipes of 
famous chefs. 

One of her most prized posses- 
sions was the lovely, hand-painted 
wall paper which had been cus- 
ton made in China for her former 
home. Not bearing to part with 
it, she called in decorators to 
give estimates on moving the pa- 
per to the new house. The first 
one told her it could not be done; 
the second made an estimate of 
several hundred dollars. 

“So, I just went out into the 
kitchen, got a 39-cent spatula, 
and scraped it off myself without 
a single tear,” she says matter-of- 
factly. “It seems my whole life

Replacing Sash Cords. 


4 BOUT the only good thing we 
have to say about replacing 
sash cords is that it’s a lot 

easier to do than it is to explain. 


The sash must be removed be- 
fore a cord can be replaced. A 
lower sash is removed by prying 
off one of the thin strips of wood 
at the side that hold the sash in 
the frame. To take out an upper 
sash, first remove the lower one 
and then pry off one of the strips 
of wood that separate the lower 
sash from the upper. 


Once the sash is out you can 
get at the sash weight by remov- 
ing the pocket cover which is a 
small piece of wood at the base 
of the frame normally covered by 
the sash. The cover is usually 
held in place by a single screw. 
Feed a new piece of sash cord 
over the pulley at the top of the 
sash, down through the frame and 
tie it to the sash weight. Replace 
the sash weight and replace the 
— over. Now comes the

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Luncheon Dishes for Dinner. 
| By Edith M, Barber © Co 


OST of us call our evening 

meal dinner, but these days 

we are quite likely to make 
use of what are technically known 
as supper or luncheon dishes for 
our main course, in spite of the 
fact that the men in the family 
would probably rather have steak 
or roast beef! 

Most of us have learned by ex- 
perience that we need take par- 
ticular care in preparation and 
service when we disregard that 
yen for meat in its simplest and, 
you might say, most expensive 
form. With left-over eat or 
with canned fish which we often 
combine with a sauce, the addi- 
tion of mushrooms and cheese 
will add interest. We can add an 
individual touch of flavor by 
seasoning .with onion, mustard, 
Worcestershire sauce, catsup or 


chili sauce. 


The choice of a baking dish, at- 
tractive in appearance, is also im- 


_ portant. Some of these are very 


colorful and an oven-proof glass 
casserole may be set in a metal 
holder or on a brightly decorated 
chop plate.. You may like small 
individual casseroles, known as 
ramekins. Either the small or 
large baking dishes are appropri- 
ate for fish or meat puffs. When 
the small containers are used, 
there will be a larger amount of 
crustiness. 
Salmon Puffs. 

One seven-ounce can salmon, 
flaked; one-fourth cup melted but- 
ter and salmon oil, one-half pound 
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sliced mushrooms, four table- 
spoons flour, one teaspoon 
cayenne, one and one-half cups 
milk, four egg yolks, one cp 
grated cheese, two cups soft bread 
crumbs. 

Drain salmon and combine oil 
with melted butter to make one- 
fourth cup. Add mushrooms and 
cook two minutes‘ over low heat. 
Stir in flour and seasonings, and 
when well blended add milk 
gradually while stirring over low 
heat. When sauce thickens, beat 
in unbeaten egg yolks, one at a 
time. Add cheese and stir until 

ted. Remove from heat and 


‘add flaked salmon and bread 
‘crumbs. 


Fold into beaten egg 
whites. Bake in six small casse- 
roles or large custard cups. Bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) about 40 minutes until 
firm. Note: Tuna may replace the 
salmon.

EVERLY brings up again a common and difficult question: 

How much should a girl tell her fiance?

| HEESE has a distinction of be- 
Cine the first manufactured 
food. Its discovery was cer- 
tainly accidental, and the date is 
far in the past. It must have 
been soon after cattle had been 
domesticated. Unless the milk 
was used almost immediately, it 
separated naturally into curds 
and whey, and the curds became 
the forerunner of what we call 
cottage cheese. 
Any sort of container, and 
there were few available, was uti- 
d as the cows were milked.
